N OBJECTION OVERRULED. 

Referring to a recent analysis of 
lemons made in New . York, which 
showed the California lemons to con- 
Zain a larger amount of citric acid than 
the foreign fruit, the New York Jour- 
nal of Commerce quotes fruit im- 
porters of that city as inquiring why, 
if the California fruit is so much su- 
perior, our people should have the ad- 
vantage of a high protective duty on 
foreign lemons. 

This inquiry might be applied to 
many American products besides citrus 
fruits. It assails the very basis of 
protective theory. If only inferior 
American products are to be aided by 
a tariff, then we shall have little pro- 
tection. The answer, in brief, to the 
argument of the New York fruit im- 
porters is that without adequate pro- 
tection there would be no California 
lemons, superior or otherwise. There 
would have been no incentive for our 
people to invest millions of dollars in 
expensive citrus-fruit land, irrigation, 
cultivation and fertilization, in order 
to raise a product which costs 90 cents 
a box for freight to the Atlantic Coast, 
after all the above expenses, together 
with those of picking and packing, are 
paid. 

‘The quality and grade of the Califor- 
nia lemons shipped to eastern markets 
since the protective tariff has been in 
force have been greatly 
which shows that the growers have 
done something in return for such pro- 
tection.

ru STATE UNIVERSITY. 

The international competition 
among the world’s architects for plans 
of a grand group of artistic and costly 
buildings has drawn the attention of 
intelligent people throughout America 
and abroad to the University of Cal- 
ifornia, upon which institution Mrs. 
Hearst has bestowed such princely 
largesse. California may indeed esteem 
itself fortunate in being the home of 
two such Mberal-minded wealthy 
women as Mrs. Hearst and Mrs. Stan- 
ford. 

While the State University thus has 
a magnificent dowry provided for, it 
appears to ‘be at the present time 
“hard-up.” It is much in the condi- 
tion of a young man whose father: has 
died, leaving him a large fortune, 
which is not to be touched until he 
attains his majority, so that meantime 
he has to borrow money to pay his ex- 
penses. 

Few are aware that the University 
of California ranks second in America 
in the number of undergraduates and 
graduate students. Yet that is the state- 
ment made by President Wheeler in 
his first report, just issued. Figures are 
given in support of this somewhat sur- 
prising claim. It is also shown that 
Californa is fifth in total enrollment 
among the universities of the country, 
including the professional school and 
summer schools, the figures being as. 
follows: Harvard, 5702; Columbia, 
3723; Michigan 3655; Minnesota, 3412; 
California, 3220. More than half of 
the students at Berkeley for this year 
came from the families of farmers and 
business men, and 18 per cent. came 
from the counties south of the 
Tehachepi. 

In an address delivered by Gen. N. P. 
Chipman, at the first meeting of the 
University of California Revenue As- 
sociation, last month, he showed that 
the State University is now confront- 
ing a financial crisis. The income of 
the university for the present year is 
estimated at $317,943, which provides 
$134 for each of the 2300 regular stu- 
dents. This is said to be the cheapest 
education attempted by any university 
in the country of like or approximately 
like standing. The cost per student 
is given for Harvard, $299; Columbia, 
$565; Chicago, $416; California, $165. 
This was for 1897-98, since which time 
it bas been further considerably re- 
duced, as mentigned. 

‘Gen. Chipman estimates that the ex- 
emption from taxation granted to 
Stanford University by the voters at 
the recent election is equivalent to an 
annuity of $250,000, and thinks the 
people should do something also for 
their State University, the foundation 
endownment of which was accepted 
from the United States as a public 
trust nearly forty years ago. As a 
means of increasing the income of the 
university, without adding perceptibly 
to the taxpayers’ burdens, he suggests: 

“First—To impose an aditibnal 
charge for State charters to private 
corporations, and to impose a like 
charge on foreign corporations doing 
business in this State. 

“Second—To extend the inheritance 
tax to the direct line of succession.”

There 
is also a widespread and growing sen- 
timent that there is danger of overdo- 
ing the so-called “higher” or orna- 
mental branches of education in our 
public schools, colleges and universi- 
ties, to the detriment of teaching in 
practical branches of knowledge, such 
as are needed by nine-tenths of the 
students who have to fight the battle 
of life when their school days are 
over. This criticism would, however, 
not apply to such features of the uni- 
versity course as a school of forestry, 
irrigation, dairy husbandry, commerce 

ish. On the other hand, some 
would, be inclined to question the 
propriety of asking the already over- 
burdened taxpayers of the State to pay 
for the education of a few thousand 
young men and women in art, archeol-

John Stade, a magnetic healer, who 
has resided for some time at the 
Maxwell Hotel and lodging-house, No. 
151 Maple avenue, this city. was found 
dead in his bed yesterday afternoon 
with a bullet wound under his left 
eye. The wound was powder burned, 
as if the pistol had been held close to 
the head of the man while he slept.

Among the victim's effects were 
found a watch, a small purse con- 
taining $2 and a letter. This was 
from San Francisco, but contained no 
street address. It was signed “your 
loving daughter, Elma,” and expressed 
the wish that times would become bet-~- 
ter and that by next Christmas the 
family would be reunited, happy and 
prosperous. Stade has a wife and sev- 
eral children in San Francisco, with 
whom he had not lived for some time 
and this letter evidently referred to 
the family troubles. 

THE BULLETS COURSE.

UNSATISFACTORY COTTON MAR- 
KET. The New York Commercial’s 
Fall River report says: 

“The sales of regulars and wide and 
narrow odds in this market last week 
did not exceed 50,000 pieces. About 5000 
pieces of regulars were sold, and the 
larger part of the remaining sales were 
narrow odds. Regulars closed the week 
firm at 3%c for 28-inch 64x64s, with nar- 
row odds firm on the same basis. 

Wide odds of staple county are 1-16c 
lower than they were a week ago, und 
can now be had in small quantities for 
~ 1 delivery on a basis of 45-160 for 

%-inch 64-squares, and 5 1-16c for 39- 
inch 68x72s. Most mills hold spots 1-16c 
higher, and contracts %c higher. 

“It is estimated that not more than 
a two weeks’ supply of cotton is owned 
by the mills of this city, and that the 
contracts on hand for delivery during 
the next two or three months do not 
represent more than three or four 
weeks’ production. Mill treasurers claim 
that present prices of cloths represent 
bare cost of production and that unless 
cotton declines or goods are in better 
demand at better prices some drastic 
measures must be adopted to place the 
market on a paying basis. Curtailment 
of production ye a few followers, re- 
duction of wages has more. Neither 
plan is seriously discussed as yet. Most 
mill men expected the dullness that 
has been experienced during the last 
few weeks, and have t been discou:- 
aged by it. They look for an early im- 
provement in demand, but acknowledge 
that if they are disappointed, and the 
present relative position of cotton and 
goods prices holds, that prompt rem 
dial measures will de necessary. Al- 
though stocks of cloths are unusually 
small, being estimated at little over 
500.000 pieces all told, it is practically 
certain that they wil) not be materially 
increased as long as cotton is so high 
in price and 80 low.”

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


SHARES AND MONEY. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 
NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—Today will go 
down in Wall street as one of the 
record days which have become so fre- 
quent of late. Speculative sentiment 
took on the nervous, high-strung char- 
acteristics which have so frequently 
recently caused wide and excited fluc- 
tuations in some or group of 
stocks, which were affected by some 
important developments or a rumor of 
some development. Today it was the 
local traction group, led by Manhat- 
tan. The erratic fluctuations of this 
stock made it evident that the vio- 
lence of the moment was in large part 
due to the existence of a large short 
interest, which manifested acute dis- 
tress on the advance, which carried 
‘the stock up 9% points, with a subse- 
quent relapse of 5 points. The sudden 
advance in the local tractions was 
taken advantage of for very heavy 
realizing all through the list, and when 
Manhattan itself gave way, the whole 
market broke rather sharply, with the 
result that the closing was decidedly 
weak, and with net losses predominat- 
ing over gains. The early market was 
strong and animated under the influ- 
ence of the advance in the Delaware 
and Hudson dividend, and the large 


and concentrated buying in that stock 


and others of the anthracite group. 
Ontario and Western opened wide with 
2u,000 shares selling at from 35 to 35%. 
This latter was the top price. After 
the realizing movement invited by the 
opening advance, the bulls rallied the 
market and brought forward new 
points of strength. The coalers, Union 
Pacific, Baltimore and Ohio, the 
grangers, tin plate and a number of 
low-priced railroad stocks had periods 
of strength. Minnesota and St. Louis 
jumped 3 and the preferred 6 points.

‘National 
Lead dropped 64% and American Ex- 
press sold at a decline of 16 
from the last preceding sale. 

It is practically assured that the 
next week will see the beginning of 
gold exports, and experts estimate 
that the movement will reach from 
fifteen to twenty million dollars. It 
was asserted in Wall street ho ma that 
arrangements had already been made 
for shipments of a considerable amount 
on next Wed y’s steamer. 

The business in stocks the past week 
has eclipsed all previous records. Fol- 
lowing the unprecedented trade of Fri. 
day and Saturday of last week, which 
reached the highest records, the ag- 
gregate sales on Monday were well 
above the two-million shares level for 
the first time in the history of the ex- 
change. Unlike the great bull market 
of two years ago, in which the newly- 
fledged industrial stocks made the bulk 

of the trading, the present market is 
distinctly one of railroad stocks. The 
immediate impelling cause of the rise is 
the growth of the “community of in- 
terests” licy among the railroads.

among railroad interests. Countless ru- 
mors have been circulated of other 
plans in process of execution, but these 
are the only well authenticated devel- 
opments. The importance of this devel- 
opment as the last, or the latest, step 
in the rehabilitation of the railroads 
of the country by insuring maintenance 
of freight rates, can only be understood 
by a comparison of conditions in the 
railroads with those of a few years ago. 

Then there was a pretty general con- 
dition of bankruptcy and wreck among 
the railroads of the country. The prob- 
lem presented was complex and form- 
idable. Bonded indebtedness was un- 
wieldy, both by reason of unscrupulous 
inflation of capital issues and the high 
cost of construction and material in the 
early periods. Rate wars had brought 
the level of freight rates down to an 
unprofitable point, and the structure 
and equipment of railroads made them 
inefficient instruments for cheap trans- 
portation. Even the growth of freight 
business attracted by the low freight 
charges therefor could not be takea 
advantage of. 

It is in its bearing on this obstinate 
problem of u rehabilitation that 
the new policy of “community of inter- 
ests” has great importance. An in- 
crease of one-tenth of 1 cent in the 
average charge for t tion of 
one ton of freight one mile, would in- 
crease railroad earnings in this coun- 
try many millions of dollars every 
year. This is a sufficient indication of 
the advantages to railroad stockholders 
of doing away with rate-cutting and 
rebates which is believed to be assured 
by the transfusion of interests among 
the competing and connection railroad 
lines. But the fact of speculative infia- 
tion followed by reaction does not alter 
the impressive improvement in condi- 
tions which have proved the incentive 
for the speculation.

Then the driller pulls a lever 
and the big bull-wheel begins to turn. 
The rope comes taut and strains, the 
engine gives a sriort, hard snorts, and 
carefully the heavy lengths of iron 
appear from the casing. It is a “tick- 
lish” job, but no more so than the 
picnic with the elevator ajar. 
elevator is the circle of iron that is 
fastened about the collar of casing, 
hen it is lowered into the hole. After 
four or five tons of this big iron pipe 
are sent down, tere is necessarily an 
enormous strain on the elevators and 
rope. It happens at times that the 
elevators are carelessiy clamped or 
have been worn, allowing the collar 
and string of casing to begin slipping 
from, the sockets.. If the string does 
not break entirely loose, there is no 
help other than to lower the next 
length of casing to the slipping col- 
lar, and by careful turns, catch the 
thread.

THE COMING PAVEMENT. 


Changes Which the Use of Auto- 
mobiles and Electric Trucks is Likely 
to Bring About. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—One of the 
forecasts elicited by the growing use of 
electric motor trucks and automobiles, 
which are absolutely clean, and which 
leave no debris in the streets, is that 
in the city of the future, with only 
horseless vehicles in its streets, the 
street cleaning d t will have 
very little left to do. Another question 
now being discussed is the extent to 
with the increased use of the automo- 
bile will banish the old-fashioned cobble 
stones, granite blocks or stone blocks. 
in favor of asphalt. It is estimated 
that to move a ton on a level grade 
at a speed of three miles an hour, a 
force of 224 pounds is required on ordin- 
ary Girt roads. To move the same 
load at the same speed over a level 
street or avenue paved with cobble 
stones a force of 140 pounds would be 
needed. On a road smoothly paved 
with square-edged cobble stones, a 
force of only 75 pounds would move the 
load; on common macadam 64 pounds, 
and on very hard smooth macadam 46 
pounds. A road laid with finest. Lon- 
don stone blocks would still further 
diminish the amount of force required 
to something like 36 pounds. The 
difference between these different eur- 
faces show the immeasurable advant- 
age of the best stone blocks, but when 
it is shown that a force of only 17 
pounds is required to move a similar 
over a level grade of asphalt, it 
would certainly look as if this material 
were bound to become the pavement of 
the future.

THE EAGLE. 
EDWARD WHYMPER. 

Something About the Famous Moun- 

tain Cilmber, Who is on His First 

Visit to this Country. 

{New York Sun: Edward Whymper. 
the distinguished mountain climber, 
who was a member of the first party 
which reached the summit of the Mat- 
terhorn in 1866, and who later 
achieved renown by clit Chim- 
borago in Equador and ning a 
unpar- 
meled at the time and which has 

n equaled by few persons since, 
lectured lately at Mendelssohn Hall 
under the auspees of the rican 
Geographical Society. Mr. Whymper, 
who is an Englishman, is on his first 
visit to this country, and last night 
was his first appearance in New York. 
He arrived two ago at Boston 
on a lecturing tour, which will last 
until Christmas, when he expects to 
return to England. While here Mr. 
Whymper is going to spend a few days 
in British Columbia looking over the 
mountains there and may do a little 
climbing if the weather is favorable. 
This in spite of the fact that he is now 
60 years old and has done no great 
climbi for six or seven years. 

Mr. hymper, who when only 21 
years of age astonished the world by 
the boldness and success of his moun- 
tain climbing, is particularly robust, 
and his feet, he says, have still the 
steadiness which enabled him to scale 
the Matterhorn and return alive, after

climbs Mr. Whymper has always car- 
ried a camera, and his lecture last 
night was plentifully illustrated by the 
stereopticon, dome of the pictures 
shown having been taken at points as 
high as 20,000 feet above sea level. 
Mr. Whymper’s talk last night was 
more particularly on his explorations 
among the Andes, in the course of 
which he attained his greatest height, 
that of 20,500 
Before relating that 
veutures, however, old of the 
earlier attempts of mountain climbing 
and the different ascents of Mt. Blanc. 
The different Alpine societies formed 
since 1868, he said, now had more than 
100,000 members, whch he thought was 
an evidence of the popularity mountzin 
climbing had attained. Mr. Whymper 
said the equipment needed in addition 
to the proper shoes was an ice ax and 
a quantity of half-inch manila rope. 
Most persons generally wore a cover- 
ing for the eyes, tov, he said. In very 
difficult rock work, he said, it was the 
custom to use what is called a fixed 
rope addition to that to which all 
are tied. The fixed rope is fastened to 
rocks and taken up at intervals. The 
one indispensable thing. however, for 
the mountaineer to cultivate was the 
art of keeping on his legs, and to illus- 
trate this, pictures were thrown on 
the screen showing guides standing on 
a single rock with a precipice behind 
them. 

Mr. Whymper gave a thrilling de- 
scription of the manner in which Lord 
Douglas and three others of the Mat- 
terhorn party lost their lives just after 
the descent.was begun. When the first 
one lost his footing he, with a guide, 
held on a jagged rock, and the ro 
broke with the weight of the fourth 
man, leaving them in safety. “The 
accident,” said Mr. Whymper, “ought 
not to have happened, and I have al- 
ways laid it to a division of responsi- 
bility due to the fact that there was 
no authorized leader. 

„1 think it probable that all the 
mountains in the world could be con- 
quered with proper expenditure of 
time, trouble and labor, but far one 
thing which nature has made so far an 
insurmountable obstacle. That is the 
mountain sicknes2 resulting as one at- 
tains high altitudes. Thie sickness is a 
peculiar one, and ago I decided 
it was worthy of careful investigation. 
I determined to find out whether its 
effects were permanent and where it 
first became observed. Up to that time 
it had never been learned whether 
cures could be effected by staying on 
the spot, and persons when seized by 
it had invariably descended. That was 
the only cure then known. It was my 
desire to investigate this which led me 
to undertake the ascent of Chimborazo, 
which Humbolt ascended in 1808 to a 
height of 18,000 feet. When we arrived 
at the ond camp at an altitude of 
16,600 feet the sickness had seized all of 
the party. The symptoms were fever, 
intense headaches und a terrible crav- 
ing for drink, which we were unable to 
satisfy. One of the peculiar things 
about the trouble is the inability to 
talk, as one is constantly gulping like 


a fish. At this altitude our pipes re- 


fused to burn. This condition of af: 
fairs lasted a night and a day. When 
the intensity of the symptoms dimin- 
ished, two days later, de went up 
higher and pitched our camp at an 
altitude of of 17,300 feet. Then the fev- 
erishness and the gulping disappeared, 
although most of us still felt lifeless, 
Two days ‘ater, however, we were able 
to move, and finally reached the sum- 
mit, the barometer showed 14.1 inches 
eo denoting an altitude of 20.500 
eet.”

HOW ZULU WOMEN SEW. 


They Use Sinews Steeped in Hot 
Water for Thread—Their ‘Skill in 
Sewing Fur is Great. 

{Stray Stories:! The skill of the 
Zulu of South Africa in sewing fur is 
a household word in South Africa, and 
some of the other tribes compete with 
them. The needle employed is widely 
different from that used by the ordi- 
nary neediewoman. In the first place 
it has no eye; in the second, it is like 
a skewer, pointed at one end and 
thick at the other. 

The thread is not of cotton, but is 
made of the sinews of various animals, 
the best * made from the sinews in 
the’ neck of the giraffe. It is stiff, in- 
elastic, vn a great tendency to 
“kink” and tangle itself with anything 
Before being used it is steeped 
in hot water until it is quite soft, and 
is then beaten between two. smooth 
stones, which causes it to separate into 
filaments, which can th be obtained 
of any strength and thickness. Thus 
the seamstress has a considerable 
amount of labor before she com- 
mences with the real work in hand. 

Finally she squats on the ground 
(for no native stands to work or do 
anything else who can possibly help 
) and, taking her needle, bores two

HIGH EXPLOSIVES. 

[Scientific American: ] Experiments 
undertaken by. the United States gov- 
ernment expressly to test the theory 
that if a sufficiently large amount of 
high explosive can be detonated 
against or in close proximity to a bat- 
tleship the battieship will be, to use the 
pet term of promoters, annthilated, 
have proved that it is absolutely 
false. 

On one occasion a Harveyized steel 
plate, representing the side armor of 
the United States battleship Kearsarge, 
was tested by the detonation of 307 
pounds of gun cotton, which was sus- 
pended for the purpose immediately in 
front of the plate. Instead of being 
blown into theoretical “thousands of 
fragments,” the plate was undisturbed, 
and a slight and harmless scoring on 
the face of the plate was the only evi- 
dence, so far as the armor was con- 
cerned, of the explosion. Of four 
chickens placed either immediately be- 
hind the plate or within 25 to 50 feet 
of the gun cotton, two survived with- 
out the slightest sign of being injyred: 
one was killed by a flying fragment of 
a shell (a result which does not affect 
the argument,) and only one appeared 


to have died from shock. Prof. Alger, 


the greatest expert in this country, or 
‘probably’ ini any country, on this very 
question, says: “This experiment 
would seem completely to dispose of 
the theory that a high-explosive shell 
of a very large capacity will blow in 
the side of an armored vessel if it ex- 
ploded against it:“ and he fufther says 
that “the velocity of the shell would 
add materially nothing to the effect of 
a detonation, the rush of whose gases 
is determined by a pressure of hun- 
dreds of tons per square inch.” 

It is the opinion of Prof. Alger and 
every ordnance expert the world over, 
that for a high explosive to be effective 
it must be carried by the shel! through 
the armor, and burst within the tull of 
the ship itself. This conclusion was 
strikingly borne out by the experi- 
ments on the Belleisle, made early in 
the present year. The high-explosive 
shelle were burst upon contact with the 
armor, and left no further trace than a 
harmiess star splash on the outside of 


the ship.

PARAGRAPHS. 

Flags of all Indiana fegiments that 
fought under Gen. Grant in the War of 
the Rebellion are to be sent to the 
tomb of the great commander in Riv- 
erside Park. The commission that has 
the mausoleum in charge is collecting 
the flags of all the regiments that 


served at one time or another under 
Gen. Grant. 


The government is hereafter to par- 
tially furnish the quarters of British 
army officers. The amount of furni- 
ture that will be given is not yet speci- 
fied, but it will include at least 
bed, a chest drawers, wash- 
stand and bath. This saving in hired 
or other transport at every regimental 
move will, it is calculated, soon show 
as a set-off or reduction of the initial 
outlay. 

A letter received from Tokio b 
“Aligemeine Marine Correspondens 
states that the Japanese cruiser Ya- 
kumo, which was built at Stettin and 
has lately proveeded to Japan, has 
given the greatest satisfaction. Jap- 
anese officers have very well 
upon her, and the boilers and engines 
have been examined. The system of 
ventilation is said to be excellent, and 
the assertion is made that on the pas- 
sage through the Red Sea the temper- 
ature of the engine and boiler rooms 
was not much more than half that in 
British ships. The machinery worked 
very well during the passage, 
without the smallest mishap. 

The processes connected with the 
manufacture of the smokeless powder 
used in our navy are much safer than 
the methods employed by other manu- 
facturers, and the casualty list at the 
government factory—Indian —is 
no larger than at other factories of 
the government, thé list of killed by ex- 
— being, so far, nil. e care ex- 
ercised by the officers in charge at the 
powder works is mainly responsible 
for this excellent showing, and the ex- 
perience gained in the manufacture and 
handling of high explosives and the 
various powders employed by the Navy 
Department is of inestimable value to 
the service at large, and to those de- 
talled for this service in particular. 


The United Service Gazette, in an ar- 
ticle on a field ration, says: “The mer- 
its of shocelate as food for troops in 
the field appear to be becoming rap- 
idly and widely appreciated. In the re- 
cent autumn maneuvers of the Aus- 
trian army in Galicia, a chocolate ra- 
tion was found to be equal to about 
five times its weight of the primest 
beef. From Russia also came equally 
favorable reports respecting the use of 
chocolate, and now we hear from 
America that it forms a chief constit- 
vent of a new emergency . with 
which trials have been lately) carried 
out.“ 


It is etated that the Krupp Works in 
Germany are being employed on an 
order for fifteen batteries of quick fir- 
ers for the British army, and large 
orders have been placed in the hands 
of Messrs. Vickers Sons & Maxim, in 
England, for guns and mountings. One 
order is for forty-two of the 4.7-inch 
guns that are reported to have proved 
very serviceable in the ug 3 African 
war, and another is for irty-five 
howitzer batteries, with the wagons, 
limbers and carriages. The same firm 
is also at work on the mountings for 
twenty-seven garrison battery 9.2-inch 
guns of the Vickers type, one of the 
most powerful and destructive weapons 
in either the Britieh land or sea serv- 
ice

NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—An American 
who has been spending a great part 
of the summer in France, and paying 
specialkattention to automobiles, says 
that the use these machines in 
France is very much overestimated, 
because enthusiasts see only automo- 
biles when they are out enjoying sport. 
He maintains that there are as many 
machines used in New York as there 
are in Paris, and this statement can 
be proved by actual figures. Every 
machine in France is taxed, and when 
they tax things over there they do it 
systematically and thoroughly. So that 
few, if any, of the machines escape a 
place on the tax list. An examination 
of the output figures recently made 
by an American expert showed that 
the concern with which he was 
associated had turned out this year 
and delivered more than one-half the 
entire number of machines registered 
and taxed in the whole of France. As 
there are about one hundred concerns 
making automobiles in this country, 
it appears likely that the statement 
that more machines are in use here 
than in France is well within the 
truth, however it may be contrary to 
the general belief. According to a con- 


servative estimate there are at least 


one-half as many more machines in 


regular use in the United States as are 
owned in the whole of Europe, and it 
is believed that the number of ma- 
chines in use in the city of New .

Los Angeles has many 
beautiful edifices dedicated to Christianity, and in addi- 
tion numerous humble places of worship in the mis- 
sion portions of the city where sentiments of charity 
and reverence are promulgated.

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THE PITHECANTHROPUS. 


AN EXPEDITION BEING ORGANIZED TO 
- HUNT FOR HIM IN INDIA. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON (D. C.,) Jan. 7, 1901.—Pithecan- 
thropus huntiog is quite the latest and rarest sport 
to excite the enthusiasm of the rich. The Vander- 
bilt millions are being drawn upon to equip an Americas 
expedition for its pursuance. A German patty will also 


enter the chase at an early date. 


But who or what is pithecanthropus? In the vulgar 
jargon of the laity he is better known as the plain, com- 
mon, every-day “missing link.” He is that half-man 
half-ape creature long sought to fill the lamented gap in 


. the Datwinian chain. He is to be seriously sought in the 


far-off ‘fitigles of Java, which science suspects to be the 


most promising field fer his apprehension. George Vander- 


bilt is to defray the of the American hunters, 
who will be led to the field by David J. Walters of New 
Haven, Ct. The German party is beinz organized by 
Prof. Ernest Haeckel, the emirent naturalist cf Jena. 
Now, a pithecanthropus hunt would at the very first 
blush appear to be perilous sport. The public will soon 
be eager to learn whether tae much-prized ape-man is 


to be bagged, trapped, lassoéd or shot—whether he is to 


be captured dead of alive. The very idea of his importa- 
tion, alive, within the pale of civilization suggests the 
advent of a second Frankenstein monster such as might, 
‘-«» @imt of semi-brute force and semi-human genius, break 


‘gts confines and play havoc with our wives and babies. 


Perhaps it was with these qualms that the werter yester- 
day hastened to Dr. Theodore N. Gill, the celebrated nat- 
wralist and evolutionist, and found that genial gentleman 
in his ivy-colored tower room in the much-bepinnacled 
Smithsonian. 

“Of course these expeditions hope to fini only the fossil 
remains of pithecanthropus,” said the doctor. “They are 
going to make their researches in Java tecause it was there 
that Dr. Eugene Dubois, a Dutch army surgeon and 
paleontologist, recently found partial remains of what 
many naturalists believe to have been a creature inter- 
mediate between ape and man. Dubois made the dis- 
covery on the bank of the Bangawan, sear Trinil, in the 
central part of the island. The remains lay in a bed of 
cock thirteen or fifteen yards below the vegetable soil. 
They consisted, of the upper portios of a skull, two molar 
teeth and a thigh bone. From the size of the skull it has 
been judged t the brain of the creature: must have been 
greater than-that of any ape yet found and too small for 
any humans being—that is, in proportion to the size of the 
bedy as indicated by the other cemains. The teeth have 
been pronounced as similar to those of man in that they 
ate hollow at the crown, yet like those of the ape in that 
they diverge at the roots. The thigh bone indicates that 
the creature walked in an upright pos t'on—in the posture 
of aman. The name ‘pithecanthropus, which from its 
Greek derivation, means ‘ap:-man,’ was first used in 
1808 by Prof. Haeckel. The full technical name now is 
‘pithecanticopus erectus,’ in other wcris, ‘an ape-man 
standing erect.” 

Hundreds of Thousands of Years Old. : 

“Dubois found the pithecanthropus bones in earth de- 
posits representing the tertiary age or geologic period. 
This fact indicates that the animal lived and died during 


that time which was hundreds of thousands—perhaps less | - 


than a million—years ago.” 

“How long was probably required for the complete 
change from ape to man?” 

“A couple of hundred thousand years was suffic ent time, 
I should think. It is not probable that the civilization of 
which we learn from the earliest records could have been 
attained until after man had been on earth over a hundred 
thousand years. The historic period goes back probably 
$000 or Gooo years from the present.” 

“Was this change from ape to man probably takicg place 
at various parts of the earth at the same time?” 

“It probably occurred in one limited area. It was 80 
gradual that it would have been impossible for one living 
during this time to have determined which creature was 
ape and which was man. It was simply the result of an 
inmate tendency to vary in a particular dire:t on, a tend- 
ency which manifested itself in this single area. Con- 
ditions were favorable to the development. Advantages 
were furished to the being with new attributes. Then 
there was the cesult that the race thus propagated rapidly 
spread over the neighboring lands, in a comparatively 


‘short time, geologically speaking. 


“We will suppose that back in these ages there was an 
ape, like the present chimpanzee, which exhib ted superior 
intelligence and learned to fight with sticks cr clubs rather 
than with tooth and nail. This new faculty he trans- 


mitted to his descendants, who developed shorter arms, 


more efficient for the new mode of warfare. Thos: having 
the shecter arms, therefore, survived and multiplied in the 
struggle for life. The canine teeth were less used, and 
on this account became smaller and reduced to a level with 
the others. The gaps between the teeth gra dua ly closed 
as the jaws, used less for fighting, grew smaller. The 
muscles of the jaws likewise became reduced and the ridges 
which held them to the skull became less prominent. As 
this superior intelligence developed, the brain and its 
cavity ew larger. As the arms grew shorter the legs 
became more and more convenient for locomotion, and 
thus was the erect posture developed. The ape ancestor, 
of comreg,, had no tail; hence that appendage was not a 
part of pithecanthropus in any stage of his development,” 
The Probable Home of Pithecanthropus. 


“Do you believe Java to be the proper place to seek 
pithecanthropus? If you were to set out to find him, 
would you go there first?” 

“Were I to go out and look for pithecanthropus, my only 
guide would be the knowledge of where probable

mens had been already found. I would go in their neigh- 
borhood 


“This area in which man was evolved from the ape 1 
believe to have been India, and I include Java under the 
general head of India. In the late tertiary of India there 
existed a genus ape to which the chimpanzee b:longed. 
It is very possible that man was evolved from his stock. 
Although man’s nearest relatives now living are the 
African chimpanzee and gorilla, that old ape of India was 
Probably nearer the line of our ancestry than any of the 
African species. The latter were, in a geologic sense, 
probably late comers into Africa. It would be useless to 
seek pithecanthropus in Europe. , there was 
never a tribe of such creatures in America. Man had per- 
fectly developed before he came to this continent. The 
first man in America was not very different from man as 
found here today. In the course of time everything varies 
and man has undoubtedly varied in color ani physique 
from his ancestral parents who came to America. The 
first man to reach our shores from Asia arrived 10,000 of 
20,000 years ago, roughly guessing.” 

Not a Live Pithecanthropus in the World. 


“Is it not barely possible that a live p-thecanthropus 
may some time be found upon earth?” 

“No. The evolution from ape to man is not now in 
progress, as it used to be. The struggle for existence has 
crowded out all intermediate links between ape and man. 
The pithecanthropus which originally occupied the same 
ground with early man did not have the intelligence to 
successfully compete with him in the struggle for exist- 
ence. But the ape proper continued to live in the regiozs 
hostile to man. Had they occupied territory necessary or 
favorabie to man they would have long been cut of exist - 
ence, as they practically now are, except in lim te parts 
of Africa and Borneo.” 3 

“Suppose the Vanderbilt and Haeckel expeditions were 
to find a live pithecantbron:s: bow would be look?” 

“That would depend upon the stage of his t:ansition. 
If representing an early stage he would be towlegged and 
would have short lower limbs and long upper limbs. If 
representing the later stage his legs would appear 
straighter and better developed; his arms almost as sbort 
as man’s. He would have considerable hair on his body, 
and between it would be seea his black skin. His cranium 
or brain cavity would be larger and deeper than that of the

It is quite possible that we may yet find remains repre- 
senting all of the conditions intermediate between ape 
and man. This may result from systematic seacch It 
may be found that man lived in the time of the ancient 
ape whose remains have been found in India. It must be 
remembered that the chimpanzee, so nearly related to our 
ape ancestors, is still living.” 

“To be convinced that any of the remains found are 
those of a genuine pithecanthropus, what bones do you 
want to see brought back by the searchers?” : 

“Especially a good skull—a whole cranium, if possible. 
I would like to see the pelvis also. The more bones the 
better, of course. The trouble with the remains found by. 
Dubois is that they are too few to guide one to a definite 
opinion.

Epilepsy a Favorite Fake. 


Probably the disease most often counterfeited is 
epilepsy. Many of the fakers select prominent street 
corners in the cities, where they “chuck a dummy,” to 
use their own vernacular. The purpose is two-fold. The 
sympathetic crowd which collects falls an easy prey to 
the dummy-chucker’s partner, who is a professional and 
accomplished pickpocket. The faker himself is trans- 
ported to a hospital, where, if he has good luck, he may 
be entertained for a while free of cost. Very often, 
however, the epileptic forgets to observe some of the sim- 
ple details. Perhaps the man with a false fit straight- 
ens out his thumbs when he clenches his fists in con- 
vulsions. The man who has a genuine attack of epi- 
lepsy always has his thumbs tightly inclosed in the 
fist. Many a faker has been ingloriously ushered out 
of a hospital because he has neglected this simple 
thumb rule. The hurler of false fits generally carries 
in his pocket a small quantity of soap, which he uses 
to represent froth at the mouth, while he gnashes 
his teeth. It is inconvenient for the faker if a wily 
physician finds a saponacsous compound in the epllep- 
tic’s waistcoat pocket. 

Many of the craft pretend to be in a state of coma. 
They are not so far gone, however, that they cannot 
hear conversation. They often have to listen to blood- 
thirsty remarks about knives and quantities of blood 
which are soon to flow. They will lie still until they 
feel a scalpel toying around their wrists. Under such 
trying circumstances they have been known to clear 
the operating table with a single bound. This knife 
test generally succeeds where ordinary ordeals fail.

There was brought to a prominent New York City hos- 
pital a year or so ago, a veterinary surgeon who 
showed some symptoms of hydrophobia.

Over the body. The animal attacked him. The 
surgeons could see no marks of canine teeth. The 
patient threw himself into convulsions, barked like a 
dog and then choked and gagged at the sight of water.

The surgeons 
that he was shamming when they saw him devour a 
full meal with great relish, for hydrophobia constricts 
the glottis and prevents the patient from swallowing. 
From a friend of the veterinarian who visited the in- 
stitution later the surgeons learned that the story of 
the mastif! was a myth. The man was simply hysteri- 
cal. He made so much noise that he was sent to 
the alcoholic ward, where his barking would not dis- 
turb the patients as much as in the division where he 
was placed.

This old- 
fashioned remedy is especially efficacious in the case of 
persons who desire hospital lodging from Saturday night 
until the following Monday morning. It is also help- 
ful in case of prisoners, who, to avoid going to the 
workhouse for five days, make such howling declara- 
tions of misery that the keeper of the prison calis 
an ambulance and ships them to the hospital to get 
rid of them.

THE ARMY MULE AND THE IMPORTANT 
PLACE HE FILLS.

HERE is an eminent American army officer in the 
Philippines who has revised. the proverb about 
heaven giving the victory to the side with the best 
guns. “Heaven gives the victory to the army with the 
most mules,” is his version. Today the mule is re- 
garded as the sine qua non of modern warfare. Should 
his muleship rise as a unit and balk on the firing line 
there would be no more up-to-date wars. 
The continued demand for army mules in Western 
market has almost doubled the price. Four years ago 
@ velvety-s „ high-kicking, 16-hand mule could be 
bought fog, $75, and a good mule for 50. Now a western 
farmer who owns a sound 16-hand mule will not 
look at less than $135 for him, and almost any sort of 
specimen will fetch $100. : 
Since the occupation of Manila, 10,000 mules have 
been shipped, to the Philippines alone. Three times 
that many have been sent to Cuba and Porto Rico. 
English mule buyers have drained the St. Louis and 
Omaha markets since the commencement of the Boer 
war, in spite of the alleged unsoldierly behavior of a 
squad of American mules in Gen. Buller's command, 
‘who on three occasions, it is said, deliberately led their 
English drivers into a Boer ambush, and balked at 
every attempt to retreat. If this is true, it is the first 
2 of disloyalty ever recorded against the army 


mule. He has his faults, but he is gamé, and he is 
faithful. 
Just before the breaking out of the Spanish-American 
war, Spanish buyers shipped 18/000 mules from American 
markets. Our army buyers were equally busy. “It 
ns a popular supposition at the time that Uncle Sam 
|} was holding back to get his warships ready,” says an 
old army officer. “He wasn’t; he was buying mules. 
1 myself bought 14,000 on contract during the Maine 
investigation.” 
Army officials have expended more worry in the trans- 
portation of mules to the Philippines than in the carry- 
ing of troops. Up to a year ago nobody had any idea 
that a mule could stand on his séa legs during a voyage 
of forty-one days and trot down a gang plank in better 
condition than he trotted up. The American mule has 
achieved this. 4Formerly, in attempting to transport 
(mules over loag distances the beasts were supported 
im their stall by a sort of sling, like a hammock, sup- 
posed to give them an opportunity to rest themselves. 
This process killed from 25 to 60 per cent. of the 
animals, and the rest were in a state of collapse at 
the end of the voyage. This plan has been abandoned, 
and mules are now carried to Manila from Portland, 
Ore., with a loss of not more than 2 per cent. At 
Manila they swim through the surf a mile in landing, 
and within a week are fit for work. 3 : 
It has been discovered that between the mule and 
the Filipino there is a subtle sympathy. It is the same 
with the mule and the Porto Rican, the Cuban or the 
Mexican. Any of these people can take a mule so worn 
out that he will show no sign of resentment if an 
American soldier tickles his heels, pet him a bit, and 
talk to him in his own jargon, jump on his back and 
trot him a hundred miles. Before the advent of the 
American army in the Philippines, the on'y draft animal 
in use (excepting the donkey and the Chinese coolie) 
was the ox. The mule, of course, is slow compared with 
a horse, but he is chain lightning beside a team of 
oxen. The Filipinos consider him a marvel of rapid 
transit. There are a great many reasons why the mule 
‘fs particularly indispensable in the wars now going on. 
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thing. Yellow fever and swamp fever end breakbone 
fever are all the same to him, for he never catches any 
of them, while the horse does. - 
Mules furnish the propelling power for all army 
vehicles. The proud war horse is not in it with the 
mule when it comes to actual work. An army crawis 
on its stomach, as Von Moltke remarked; the mule 
packs and hauls the necessary victuals. When a battery 
of artillery is limbered up and galloped over a battle- 
field it is drawn by plunging, rearing horses; when 
that battery is to be dragged slowly and painfully over 
‘hundreds of miles of stifling hot roads, a patient six- 
‘mules team does the work, and more than likely goes 
without water and forages for its food on the Journey. 
A mule is the type of toughness. He will do more 
work than a horse and live on a third the food. He is 
@ fine pack animal, and in his ability to go without 
water he rivals the camel. The mule can live on any 
kind of provender and work, and instances are on record 
where in a soldiering carecr a six-mule team has trav- 
eled for a week on what it snipped from the roadside.

et ain't kindness that a mule wants; it’s abuse,” 
says the sage army teamster. Certainly the patience 
. of the mule is the patlence- of Job. He is somewhat 
stubborn and hard-headed, but he has a sort of mule 
sense, ideal in its way.

A mule never gets rattled. He has intuition, but he 
never jumps at conclusions, and he does not know the 
shape of fear.

When the back must be used in lieu of vehicles, the 
mule is the only pack animal. He will carry every- 
thing his master puts on him, and he will carry it for- 
ever, and give no sign of complaint. He fattens on 
wading marshes and swimming rivers and climbing 
mountains. He is as sure-focted as he is clear-headed. 
A mule team can draw an ambulance.six miles an hour 
for twenty hours, and feel rested after eating a bunch 
ot hay and drinking a barrel of water. | 

Nothing short of an earthquake will cause a mule to 
run away. He listens to the roar of cannon without 
batting an ear. The sound of battle has neither terror 
nor charm for him. He stays where you put him, aud 
he raises the white flag never. 

The mule is an army classic, and the stories about 
him are as the legends of Samson. There is a familiar 
Lincoln story to the effect that one day the loss by 
capture of a few mules and two major-generals was 
reported to the President. “Well,” said Lincoln, with 
a shrewd twinkle in his eyes, “I can make plenty of 
major-gencrals, but I do hate to lose those mules.” 

It is properly understood among army teamsters that 
the only ways to start a mule are to build a fire under 
him, or to swear until the atmosphere is blue. Mule 
drivers, like poets, are born, not made. On the whole, 
Missouri men are supposed to handle a mule a little 
better than anybody else. When Gen. Otis was in com- 
mand in the Philippines a raw Missouri recruit was 
set to driving a refractory mule team. His appointment 
was unfortunate, because he had “hitched onto the

A GREAT RANCH.

A CURIOUS AMERICAN INDUSTRY,

OME few months ago an unusual consignment 
\ of goods arrived in the harbor of New York. At 
the time the customhouse clerks, who make 
cabalistic scrawls on the broker’s papers before they 
will consent to issue a permit of landing, raised. their 
eyebrows with interest.

MISS TOWNE'S WONDERFUL SCHOOL 


SHE TENDS HER FIELDS IN THE MORNING AND 


; HER CLASSES IN THE AFTERNOON, 
Special Contributor. 
A school that has no match anywhere in this coun- 


try for economical adjustment aid “practical results 
is maintained on the island of St. Helena, down off 
the South Carolina coast. There the woman with the 


hoe is to be seen as a teacher. There are six of her in 


the faculty doing half-time work in the field, half - time 
in the classroom, During the crop-growing season the 


school commences at 11 a.m., to allow of teachers and 
pupils hoeing their cotton and garden vegetables. In 
the fall months, when it is important to get in the 
ripened crops at a certain time, the schedule of school 
duties is made even more elastic to suit family inter- 
ests. But the rest of the year the classes run at full 
time and every department takes On additional stimu- 
lus. 


Si thousand negroes live on St. Helena Island, with

negroes for a life's work. For a while the freedman’s 
relief societies supported the school, Miss Towne bore 
her own expefise. When public interest flickered out, 


she became financier in chief, and for years now dona- 
tions from her own family and personal friends have 


kept the treasury going. 

The school is a miniature Tuskeegee, a modest Hamp- 
ton Institute, doing as far-reaching and needed work 
in a sphere leas talked about. It has a picturesque 
setting in the old mansion, surrounded by giant live 
oaks, fringed with moss. The economies practiced in 
the school are interesting. The normal class is taught 
how to make a blackboard out of the sides of a dry- 
goods box and blacken it with paint, or even with soot. 
The students learn how to make writing books out of 
parcel wrappers, how to teach geography from a map 
drawn on a black board, in default of a globe or printed 
map and how to teach history from memory, this method 
provided for those country schools whose scholars are 
unable to obtain books. 

No fine wood-turning, or Sloyd is taught, for lack of 
funds, but the boys’ carpentering teacher, a negro who 
acquired his trade in old massa’s time, gives instruc- 
tions in matters that will be actually needed in his 
pupils’ homes. They are taught how to patch a roof 
when means are wanting to reshingle it. How to ham- 
mer out old stovepipe flat and put it round a pipe to 
prevent the roof rom taking,fire. How to make a cup- 
board out of a box. T t to rip old boards apart 
carefully so as not to spoil them for future use. To splice 
a joist, to put new underpinning beneath a canting 
house, and how to do good work with antiquated or in- 
ferior tools. Graduates from Uncle Scipio's instruction 
go to Savannah or Charleston and find ready employ- 
ment at their trade. Miss Towne'’s aim is to impress 
her charges with ‘the truth that their best place is in 
the country, and that labor with hoe, plow, and hand 
is honorable and to be desired. 

The printing class with the smallest of hand-presses 
turns out creditable work, being stimulated to overcome 
obstacles by invention, and showing marked ingenuity. 
There is a sewing class continually in progress fashion- 
ing garments for the aged, and sick, and the new-born. 
Miss Towne does not believe in making the sewers 
sélfish. Their profit from labor is the skill acquired, 
but the product of their fingers out of the material 
furnished goes to the poor. A cooking class proper can- 
not be provided on present funds, but lessons are given 
in hygiene and nursing and cooking, receipts to be tried 
at home and reported on. How to stew, fry and broil 
the oysters and crabs, with which the creeks abound; 
how to make “light” bread, and cook the indispensabie 
rice and hominy that are standing dishes. Advice is 
also given on the civilized way of laying a table, in- 
stead dt each member of a family taking their plateful 
of food off into a corner, as was the custom.

[New York Sun:] A great mending of State tapes- 
tries will soon begin in France. The task of filling in 
all the worm-eaten parts of 233 tapestries will be done 
at the Gobelins establishment.

Each man gets his horse and a small pay from the 
government when not on active duty, and is allowed to 
settle down and to rear a family of young Cossacks 
for the service of the Car. When the government call 
comes, however, the Co:sack must give instant obedi- 
ence, and sometimes there is the necessity of his be- 
ing kept many years in the field. There are many of 
these regiments in Siberia. They came in with the 
first adventurers and settlers, and did much to wrest 
these lands from the primitive inhabitants for the 
benefit of Russia. They are settled in large numbers 
in the South of the vast stretch of country, and as they 
are always in uniform, are easily picked out from the 
mass of peasants who have settled here too. As the 
Russian mail steamers ply up the Amur and the 
Chilka Rivers during the summer months, they are 
met at each small village at which they stop by a group 
of the inhabitants, including several of these soldiers 
in white blouses and caps. The small boys are always 
in the same dress, the blue trousers with the yellow 
stripe, thrust into high, wrinkled boots, the white 
blouse, and the white military cap. These are the Cos- 
sacks of the future, Who are put in uniform soon after 
they learn to toddle, and grow up with a familiarity for 
their profession, in which they often take a deep 
pride, for every Cossack is taught to remember that 
“he is born, not made.”
